Huber, a Troy manufacturer, 


said he assumed he had pulled

Huber ad- 
mitted, however, there was no 
reported poll to show how his 
own campaign has progressed.

Men sharing July 9 as their 


birthday will be the first ones 
called. Their birth date was 
matched with number 1. 


Next to go will be those born 


on Dec. 24; then July 25, July 
23, and Oct. 21. 


Men born on Christmas Day, 


Dec. 25, get a welcome gift of 
number 361—virtually safe from 
the draft, 


The very last and least likely 


to be inducted, are those born 
July 7. 


A similar lottery was held last 


December, assigning numbers 
to this year's prime draft pool 
of men who were between 19 
and 26. 


For that lottery, plastic cap- 


sules containing birth

had been shaken.

board. 


Until fairly recent times the 


county board had little authority 
beyond the custodial functions 
above mentioned. 


Today's trend is to expand the 


county board's powers. 


One 
man-one vote 
enlarges 


upon this context from another 
direction. 


The county commissioners be- 


ing chosen by a population ratio 
rather than by township or city 
lines as such are a different 
breed of cat. 


No longer are they delegates 


from a smaller unit. 


They are a county officer in 


their o\yn name and right, and 
are beginning to think in those 
terms. 


Reasonably soon, we are guess- 


ing, Lansing will recognize this 
transition: and the legislature 
will begin to increase the county 
board's authority in local affairs. 


The dyed in the wool advocate 


of neighborhood control will say 
that will be the day to take down 
the American flag. 


Gray was saying the other 


night if this coalescence, either 
voluntary as the preferred way 
or forced from on top, does not 
come about, the flag might not 
even wave that long.

Ribbon Pairs. 


The bidding shown occurred 


at the table where Larry Cohen 
and Dr. Richard Katz held the 
North-South cards. Cohen and 
Katz were a relatively unknown 
pair when they won the Blue 
Ribbon Pair event in 1968 from 
a distinguished field of experts. 
Then, just to show it was no 
accident, they came close .to 
winning again last year when 


they finished fourth. 


Katz opened with a spade and 


was raised to two spades after 
West had come in with two 
hearts. East, confident that the 
bidding would not suddenly die, 
bid three 
clubs rather than 


jump-raise his partner to four 
hearts, for which lie certainty 
had the values. 


Kalz had only 12 high-card 


points for his opening bid, but 
he showed how highly he prized 
them when he announced his 
void by making a cuebid in 
clubs. 


Cohen showed his long side 


suit by bidding four diamonds, 
and 
it was now that East 


weighed in belatedly with four 
hearts. 


Enthralled by Cohen's four 


diamond bid, which fitted liis 
hand to a T, Katz made a 
second slam try on his 12 high- 
card points by jumping to five 
spades. This suggested that he 
had no control over hearts and 
that he had two losers in the 
suit.

strongly implied that thei;e was 
a slam in the hand if North had 
first or second round control of 
hearts. 


So Cohen, exhibiting full faith 


and confidence in parlner, leap- 
ed to six with his 7 high-card 
points, which East quite under- 
standably doubled.

The bargaining teams have a 


signed agreement that they will 
not release details of the pro- 
posed contract until ratification, 
Schools Supt. Richard Ziehmer 
said.

ary and had progressed until 
June 16 when negotiators an- 
nounced they had reached a 
point of no progress and had 
requested state mediation board 
assistance. 


At that time the negotiators 


refused to give out details of 
the dispute but it was generally

the talks had 


bogged down on the size of the 
wage increase. 


Close observers of the school 


contract talks got the impres- 
sion that both sides were not
